LITERATURE.

A Disconrse by B, H, Nadal, D, D, Pastor
of Trinlty M, K, Church, Dellverod in
the Washington Sguare Preshyterian
ohurch (Dr. Barnes'), by Request of the
Younng Men's Christian Associntion.

Heaxe, my son, o hear the instruction that causeth
0 err fromthe words of knowledge,' —Proverbs X\x,
=z

Bolomon, the author of these waords, 18 pre-
clgely the rerrmu Lo glve us & Lext for the rotloe-
sions of this evenlng, At once a king and a
sage, aguinst both his royal digoity and nis
wisdom, he allowed himselil to be drawn into
the eharmed cirele of pinful Indnlgence, Orall
the men of his dn{ he knew best the power of
somptation, and the danger and emplinesy of
worldly pleasure.

Emerging from the wreok and rain of his
own life, sated and drenched with plensure, he
wirnk others against the course s has so palo-
fully travelled, His adyiese, substantinlly, is
that the young shall move eautionsly, thought-
fully, amidst tholr multiplied temptation; that
u doellclous song, & witiicism, n nlyllnglhm. n
fling, or n woll-contrived story, shall not be
allowed Lo cbeat them outof the truth, or put
them into the hands of thelr soul’s coamlies,
In o word, he bids them consider and nnder-
stand what truth is and what falkehood, that
they may separato them, He bids thom know
a solioltation Lo good from a temptation to sin,
and understand the great difference botweon
the charm and swealness of real, pure, vir-
suous benuty, and the showy and shallow
sttroctions wolch set off and concoal the rain
of lust. He would huave l.huivoung moen of his
day so pure, so alert, so diseriminating, so
eoncerned about the character thoy are forming,
that they will sep through the wlies of tho
false Instruotor, and refuse to hear him to Lthe
end of his argument; that they will scent
error and sinat the fAret words, aond sayi—Get
thee bohind me Hatan! *'Coasemy son, 1o hoar
the instruction that cangeth to err,”

Our objeet this ovenlng 18 similar,. We gee
error nll gronnd ne—in books, In newspipers,
in magezines, We see this error becoming
yaetionl in loosing the bonds of morality, in
]owu-rmg sacred things; in grading the way to
evory form of worldly amusement and dissipas-
tion, and in dimmlog the oternnl distinetion
petween good and evil, right and wrong,. We
hold, ag n matter of conrse, that the highest in-
terests of man are the moral and religious: that
whatever threatons these must be resisted at
every hnzurd and every saoritice, The world
i% bent on being rich and happy., We bld them
God-speed, but call upon them first of all to be
wirtuons, and beg them to stay 1o thele mml
race after exeitement and gold, sond consider
what they were mado for, what s duaty, what
will stand the test of the dying hour, and what
will puss jJudgment in the [ast day, We would
especinlly analyze the oplates with which Lhoy
drug their conselences, and dispose of Ltrue reli-

lon while they yield themselves up o ain,
Or Lo drop the figure, the thinking of a people
mupsl determine their Hviog. "As a man thinlk-
eth s018 het'' and the Hierature which 1s all
around ns, pressing upon him ffom every cono-
tre-table, from every library, and from every
bookstore, I8 more than likely to modify his
thoughts, And that man or that usﬁpmntlnu
that will ald the endangemed apirit fn sifting out
the error, and seeing and feeling 1t to be error,
will do much towands saving a soul Irom
denth,

This is the task we propose ‘Lo onrselves Lhis
evenineg, Our theme 18, The danygers to poungy
gnen from the carrent literature,

FFirst of ull, let us consider the dangers from
skopticism,

Within a few years past o number of books
Liave been published agsnst Christianity, which
have made considerable stiv in the literarvy
world, Among thiese may be mentioned Strauss’
“Life of Jesus,” Colenso's books, ossays, and
reviews, Renan's “Life of Jesus," and o few
minor performances, We do not mention theso
books for the purpose of étuting them, Sach o
task lles wide of our nlmin thils discourse, We
wish rather to eall attentlon to the fet that
these hookd, sofall of plausible sophisms nnad
bold stateéments, withont proof, must be frnught
with danger 1o Lhe Inexperienced, o thieolo-
gians, and learned Christlans generally, they
are (uite hormless; perhaps, indeed, they give
to suel eonfirmatlon of thelr faith. In reading
Btrauss Lhoy see that his infldellly rests ocxnetly
where that of Hume reésted, namely, on the
alleged unchaogenbleness ol Lhe laws of nature,
und thoe consequent impossibility of o mirncle:
and that his theory of the mythlenl origin of

the Gospels is o bare hypotbhesis, with nothing

o back it, recently refuted by his fellow-unbe-

Hever Renun, ng froquently before, In reading
icolenso on the Pentateuch,” they See in the
mistakes ol a renowned mathiematielan how
Httle the strongest foo enn do agrinst the Bible,

Ho puerlle and so groundless ure hils arith-
motienl ealenlations, that a child ought to be
ashamed of them, and o chilld might answer
thiem, And in reading Ronan he would eome
Lo the conclusion, ag we Jlid, that the nuthor b
noL even carefully read the Gospels before
undertaking torefute therm, and might rise lrom
the study of his book greatly streogtheud in
his falth by an eloquent etlfort 1o overthrow it.
But while such atticks on Christiaonity might

coufinm the falth of llmrm'm-ul and oxperi-
enced Christlan, they wolld be llkely to affeot
the young nnd lnexperlenced quite differently.

The bare fact that such books are written by
learpned men, and that giey find newspuapers

and moagarines and reWowers 1o give tuem
favorable notice, s well suited to mnke an ju-
Jurious lmpression upon those who ave unsliled
in theologleal selence, espacially Af they are not
Christions, The arguments frow these books
are constantly referred to in the newspapors:
they medl the young man's eve lu book notices
and magazine articles, and if e range of nis
remdiog tnkkes Bim mostly throagh periodionis

und Eupvrs unfriendly to Christisuity, and
to orthodox views of 11, these arguiments, with

thelr Niendly glosses, will repeit thomselves
upon bls mind until by sheerdint of repetition

they make nlodgment, or ut least crente o Dl

in their fnvor,

There is the moye danger of this because many
of the leadlug newspupers, those especially of
the greatest ability and widest dirculation und
Influence, nre undor semi-intidel contegl, Talke
for example tho New York Zvilioe, 8 paper
which has dane more for the cause of Luman
liberty than any other in the nation, what sort
of religlon doey (b reflect? It oditor 18 o Unte
versallst which practically includes Unltarian-
181 nlso, and its eriticlsms of roliglous publicas
tlons always favor Intitudinarian views, Hoolks
which alm to establish the tnspiration of Sepip-
turens an infallivle revelation, aud to support
Lhe dootrines of 1he evabgelieal churches, are
always, or nearly always, unfavorably recslved.

He tells us that had the hero
remnaipnad in  absolute unstalned virtue of
thought and feeling, hix goodnoss wonld have
baen no blesslug. How thoughtlessly hinve
man,r rmomo pralsed this book and others
ke 1L

Lot us bewara ! Do you nol #ea here nn ntler
removal of the distinction betwesn good and
evil? Evil,in this view, comes from dod, and
4 the flerce, nocessnry firo In whioh sonls nre
to be puritiod, There Is here no real moral dif-
ferenco between a robbery and o fover; drunk
ennees  and  debavuchery, like prlrar. and
equally with praver, lead us to God ! Ho that
the feeling of sin, the volee of consolencs, the
pangs of repentanoe, ore only artifieds of God,
There is no sin in the sense commonly nndor-
stood, nnd therefors no wirtue; morality lnsans
nothing,

This I8 the dreadful vortex on the edge of
whieh young people play, when they drink in
tho teachines of such & book as “Bitter Swoaet,"
however daintlly mixed with the porfumed
and sparkling waters of poeiry.

This groat wickedness, thus handsomely and
temptingly sot ofl with music androng, ¥ more
conrsely repeated and oarried out o the pub-
Heations of spirituallgm, What the anthor of
“HEitter Bwool” states delicately, as iIfshrinking
from the consequences of his own lessons,
modern  gpivitualisrm  boldly and shamelessly
avows. The suthors of the chief publieations
ol spiritualism dony Christ with Strauss and
Renan, nnd abuse Him with Palne, while, with
brr, Holland, they nlso ropudiate all moral dis-
tinetions, Thelr greatost authorities say that
“what we call sin and evil In homan aotions I
A necessity, and therofore lawfol and right;”
that *“Judas Iseuriot wis no worse than John
the Livine, nor Herod thau Fenelon; that
Fenelon 18 no nearer to  God than Herol,”  As
might be expected from such o foundagion in
morals, we hnve blasphemy agalust God and
Christ, open dorigion of the Bible, bitter and
obscens denanolations of marriage, and o prac-
tice In perfect conformity with the revolting
thoory, Dr, Hatoh, n reformed splrituallse,
nvers that the chief bond of union among
sparitiualists I8 dobanchiery beiwesn the soxes,
We cannot go further 1o this deseription, We
are anxious (o show you only the rotten core
of the spiritoniistic literature which the Hanner
of Light, Andrew Jookson Davis, and a host of
thelr lmps are sonttering ovor the land.

Agnsslz has discovered, he assures s, that
God ereated more than one Adam; that all the
diflorent races of men sprang from diferent
Adames; nnd while, to the nlarm of timid Chris-
tinng, he procecds to prove his position from
diflerent shaped homan skulls, and shinbones,
and the ke, Darwin comog along with qulte
another theory, which confutes Agussiz, and
lenves even miles of murgin, He teachios not
only thut all men may have come from one
padr, bur that all living eregtares may be origl-
nally from one species. T'his view 1s as hereti-
onl 48 the olher, but has the ndvantage for ux of
contradicting 1t, While these two savans fight
out thelr difference, and each proves the other
to be a mere wilad guesser, the Bible comes by
ity own, and proceads quictly o iis oDarse,

Sir Charles Dyell and other geologists think
they bave (ound human remuins which ante-
date the Mosale account of the oreatlion of mnn
by many thousands of yeoars, ‘This mny have
produced restlessness in cortaln quarters.  Buat,
my young friends, possoss your souls in
patlence, The Hobeminn notices of theso
ulleged discoverles bave lndeed been gay nand
Inuantory Ina high degree, but the Boneminn
must not b allowed Lo curry fiction into the
realmy of sclence, and to vreate wherc only
bald, naked proof {8 demanded. To this hour
these so-called discoverivs lack Uwo lmportant
elements. Fiest, the supposition that these
buman remalns are older than the beglnniug
of onr reecived chironology s a mere hypothesis
resting upon a thousand contingeuncles nnc
oppused by ns many improbavllities, Second,
it our chronological ealeulations, supposed Lo
be bused on sclentific history, wers all upset,
it would nol intertere In the least with the
solld foundations of Biblieal and Christian
truth, As the earlier discoveries of geology
required o new theory of the Mosaie nocount of
the ereation, so the proven truth of recent
statements ns to the antiguity of man would
only require o different chronology, whieh
would not aftect in the least the perfeot wholo-
ness of the Seriptures, When the philosopher
ailirmied that the earth tovned, the Pope wos
alarmed for the Bible; bub it was the Pope, not
the Bible, that was hurt.

We muay mention In this connection thnat
most of the magazines published In this coun-
try, s algso some of the lterayy weeklies, hnve
voery distinet skeptical lenuings,  Havper's
Mogavivie and Weekiy, however, are not linble
tothis charge, We do not mesn that the lites
rary periodlends referred to are alwiys attack-
Ing Christlanity, Thelr hostility only crops
out elearly now and then, Bat there s about
them o cpnstant odor of npbeliel, 4 sort of party
suppressod consclousness that skepticism 18
exsentlal to literary respectability, Why this
I8 80 may he hard to n-'u. [t may be, In pnrt,
owing (o the fact that the Uniturinps of New
England, who eontrol Harvard College, and
who constitute the highetr llterary elreles of
Mussachusetts and of the country generally,
besides owning some of thie lirgest pablishlng
houses, aud belog the publishers ol some of the
most popular magacines, furnish, also, a large
nuber of the more popular welters, Undtaring,
rutlonalistie Harvard 18 emlnent fordesthetlo
culture; she lays cut ber strengith apon that
aspectof pdueation, and with such men as Long-
fellow, Tolmes, nud Lowell, she not only s
the world with her Iterary renown, not only
swiays it by her exnmple, but furnislies n large
proportion of the men who Ml editorinl clinirs,
and supply matter for our eritioal and other
Jourpals, These belog tralned for latitnding-
rianism in religlon, of courde to Lmpregnate the
current lternture more or less with thelr own
views,

Hesides, Unitarianism belng searcely at alln
religion, but rather a mongrel resulting from
the unlon of taste and phllosophy with a
sprinkle of Christinn ethiles, knows pothing of
the Divine call to the ministry, or the sacred
obligation to preach, While Yale, the com-
petior of Harvard, has Her gradustes in pulpits
il over the land, and In Inbumernble foreign
misslons, Harvard only supplies o portion of
New England, with only & chureh hore and
there beyond i, We say a portion of New
Englund, for in the whole State of Connectleut,
right ut the door of Unitarian head-quarters,
there is pot & solitary Unitarian charcn, This
Provis our assertion] that Unitavianism s very
Htle a religion, Iteontalns no grand interior
Itfe; no overwhelming spiritual  convictions,
imperionsly urging Its followers Lo go out, as
did Christ and the Apostiey, tolseek and to save
the lost, Itmever eries out in anguish, " Woe 18
me if 1 preach not the gospel,” Holding (18 rell-
glon, therefore, under perfect controel, it is froe
to follow Its wathotie bent, und to glve to letiers
those Inner forces which other churches devote
1o the conversion of the world.

Yos, Unitarinnism is rather diletfanti than
religions, Sbe does not behave ke an enrnest
Courch; she makes no effort to convert the
world 1o Christ, When shie bogins to do s0, slie
will be her own first convert. lSven her prose-
Iy tUsmw has none of the enroest boldness which
proclaims profound conviction, The truth is,
she does not retuln enough of Christianliy o
constitute sneh o power In the soul as will
maove her to conruests, She is content, for the
IOKL part, Lo let Lor religlon play the partof &
modest bandmaid to her literature, And when
f‘-lll find what muy bo called o plous Unltarian,
ie I8 one who is tending back, however dimly,
Lo orthodoxy. Sueli & Unitarian always holds
Hrmly aod reverently to the wverity of the
Gospel history, and to the genuloenessof the
mirncles; he always denles that Christ was o
meré ereature, and draws near to the Oross with
breathloss, holy nwe; he even goes so faras (o
admit the depravity of the heart, and the need
:;Il the new birth by the power of the Holy

illomy,

[ w word, plety, that sumcmlnsc in human
Hle which we sue doveloping itsell 1o sweel il-
tachinoent Lo the person of Jesus ns Lord, and In
h'l\-’t_- 10 the souls of mon, where 1t Is found In n
Unitarian, aiways drows him more and more

Another soureoe of danger to young man s 1o
be found In the impurily of r»ursmlnl"t:u):aku nwnd
r:mens usially passing for repuiable, We

mrdly dare mention the names of oortaln
books 1u such o plive as Lhils, and yet, on roflec-
ton, this Is the very place to nnme and des
nounee them, fust as it I8 the place to nnme and
threaten with the judgments of God the lmes
purity forbldden in lhuﬁlucnlu e,

Wo are not referring to the literary seom
which Is smuggled into rallwny oars, and
bought and sold with winks and wnispers; but
to those books bearing the imprint of repatabla
publishers and the names of gifted sutbors
“Gramth  Gaont,” for exnmiple, by Chnrles
Hende, is coarse and brutal, not to kay filthy,
No maen could write sueh o book, at least so it
peems Lo us, without first belng the original of
the spirit of his story, From Ilns high place, s
one of the humblest guardlans of the nrtion's
purity, we pronounce this bool degrading to
the taste and untlt to be read, on the scors of
the mordl talnt contained in ig, It Is no more
fit for expownre to the publie eye than the
danoing girls in the Black (vook—no mora than
& human hm?y thaut hins died of smallpox 18 o
b brought out of the disseuting-room and
placed In the parlor.

Hot If we gpeak thus of My, Reade, what shall
we say of n certaln Mr, Swinbnrne? If leade
shall be chastised with whips, then Swinburna
with scorpions, 'This Mr, Bwinborno is gnld to
be gulte young, He ought to be young—his ex
treme folly would argue as much—and yot |
geemns nlmost impossible that a young man of
only twenty-elght stiould have made such af
tpinments in brazen lust, and succesdeéd ko por
fectly in forgetting the vory exlstencs o
modesty. It ik one of the very worst Indlea-
tlong for our popular llerature thot several of
the prineipal” perlodlieals bave placed this
wrelolied mip among the great poats of our lan-
guage, Thelr apologies for him show thelr own
lookeness. They tell us he & evidently sincere,
Perbaps he Is, Iven Satan pnts d:\rkuoﬁ for
Hght, nod, it may be, belleves his own Mo, Thoy
allege that he 18 80 constitnted asg, to have but a
glignt sense of morality, This s apologizing for
a man on the score of his belug a mouster, Itis
also sald, in exteéenuation, that he 18 an unbo-
lHever in the lwmortality of the soul, 'T'his
might help to explain his corruption, but will
nurdly excuse it nmong those who believe Lthat
1ife and immortality have been brought to Hght
in the gospel,

We agree with these periodieals nellher In
their mild censures, thelr apologies, nor thelr
pradse, In tull three-fourths of wnat Lthis new
poet has written, wa see nelther sense nor con-
nectlon, A - llthe and  graceful rhythom,
sprinkled over here and there with striking
metaphiors, s used Lo string together the swels-
terlng clotted filth of an Imaginstion whosa
every throb seems to be inspired by lust, Love,
a8 sel forth by this man, I8 the love ora brothel,
most approprintely jolned with hli‘lﬁlll]ulll_\'
aguinst God and Corist, Lust 18 earvded up Lo
Lhe very gates of heavenu; It s thrown 1o the
foce of Lthe Son of God; It riotsupon the very
form of deatn: 1L brenks ontsverywhere in hot
hissing and panting, as if it onme from . orens
tuge balf swine and half serpent, inhabited by
@ demon,

L tell you, my young brethren—I would fain
tell this Christian natlon—I would tell the press
ol the country, that the bare fact that such a
book conld find a rus{u!cluhle publisher, and
cotild be printed with the publisher's nnme In
I, tnken in copnection with the still more ter-
ribly slgnificant fact that it has recelved indul-
gout treatment and distinguished praise from
the highest lterary authoritles, reveals the
grealest aanger, not merely ahead, but already
here in our midst. 1t shows the strength of the
corrupt element in our literature, together with
alnx sentiment in our soclety, It portends an
Inundation of lbertinism, It shows thatsocicly
sits qutet, and thatl ¢rities on the tallest of our
tripods applaud, while indecency stulky nude
and in  daylight along  our streots, If
the mnation and the Churel would save
themselves from that *‘riot, and chambering
and wantonness," deprecated by an Apostle,
from that state In which, “being past foeling,
men are glven over to laselviousness, Lo work
nll nneleanness with greediness,” [rom thoso
things of which *it is o shame even o speal,'
fromi that form of elvilizatlon in which iutel-
lect, and enlture, and art, instead of tollowing
reason, and Hnking us to God and heaven, bos-
come the mere minlsters of the snnlimal passions;
fn short, from the destruction ot all thot 18
Christian in our civillzution, If, we say, the
nation and the Chureh would save themsolves
from this ruin, so imminent, 50 moenacing, they
must arousea themselves: they must look deaper,
and with purer eyes than do the mere boolk-
makers and eritles; they must see these evils in

| the Ught of Scripture, and, if possible, with the

very eyes of the holy Jesus,

Iut we are not yet done, Another souroe of
dunger is the levity with which both sin and
religlon are frequently and nlmost daily spoken
of inthe newspnpers.

Charles M, Mayer.—The complaint In this
action sets tovth that the plaintiil 18 o dress-
muker, doing business in this eity Tormerly
under the nameof M. A, De Loney; and that,
betweon the 26th of Mareh and Tth of Aprll, 1500,
she furnfshed to the wife of the plaintitf various
“artieles of ladies' dress wear,” among whileh
wers & black  silk basque of the value of
Si84,a brown silk sultworth 130, a black stk
dress at §120, an embroldered mantilia, $100; o
purple morning wrapper, costiug 8i; foar un-
derwnlsts, §24; one balmoral skirt, §15; one pair
French corsets, 812 elevators, gloves, eto,, of the
nggregate value of §750 50, and that anlthough
payment of the account had been demanded,
no satlsmetory response hing been ellelted rrom
the defendant. Dr, Alexander Mott was ealied
for the plaintidl, nond testifled that he had at-
tended the family of Mr, Mayer at thelr resi-
dence on Bloomingdale road, which |.n.-luu§-a to
the estate of his father, Dr, Valentine Mott,
de crnsed, and wus rented to defendant at abont
23000 per annum, also at the Fifth Avenue
Hotel, and that defendunt hud on one vecision
